is allegedly always armed or has a revolver in close proximit y. Totten 
allegedly subscribes to a magazine published by homosexuals. 1 I 

stated that Totten made the derogatory statement about the birc^UT in 
his presence as well as in the presence of at least two other individuals. 
Denver set out leads to have these persons interviewed. Since we 
have definitely established that the statement originated with Totten, 
it does not appear anything would be gained by conducting further 
interviews in this matter. We will go directly to Totten and straighten 
him out.

It is to be noty'd that ROBERT DONNER is an extremely 
wealthy individual at Colorado Springs who is a self-styled 
"patriot" who has in the past been a prolific correspondent 
with the Bureau, advising] from time to time of individuals whom 
he considers subversive^ DONNER maintains fifes on persons whom 
he considers subversive. He has in the past corresponded 
extensively with persons whom he considers to have the same 
political views as his own. He professes to be anti-Communist 
and anti-Fascist. In the past he has been in contact with 
persons who appear to be extremely anti-Semitic. Mr. DONNER 
is in his late sixties or early seventies and appears to be in 
poor health. 



_ I [ was interviewed by SA's _ 

office on 9/25/59. He advised that 
HAROLD TOTTEN is the owner of the Washington Iron Works, Sherman, 
Texas. He said that actually TOTTEN's 80-year-old father is 
the founder of the business but that HAROLD TOTTEN operates it. 

He commented that TOTTEN cheats his own father and gives him 
barely enough money on which to live.

He said he had seen printed "throw¬ 
aways" and "stickers" which had been printed for TOTTEN by 
Frantz Printing Co., Sherman, Texas, and Manney Co., 1041 Isbell 
Rd., Ft. Worth, Texas, which were extemely anti-Semitic. He 
advised TOTTEN had his employees sometimes post these on the 
Jewish-operated business establishments which they might contact. 
He said, however, he believes that TOTTEN, in his outspoken feel¬ 
ings towards the Jews, is actually camouflaging his true feelings 
which he believes to be very much pro-Jewish.

He claimed he was able to prove 
that he had a cousin who had the same name as his own, who was 
a Nasi, but who at the time of the hearing was a prisoner of 
the Russians. He claimed too that the alleged cousin was much 
younger than he and that he had never met this cousin. He 
claimed he was exonerated and in 1950, came to the U.S. because 
his wife (who was from San Antonio) could not stand the climate 
of Bavaria and wanted to return to Texas. He said he was able 
to secure a passport through proper channels and came to the 
U.S. in 1950, arriving at Houston, Texas. He said he was 
naturalized as a U.S. citizen in 1953. He said he established 
a home in East Bernard, Texas, and advised his home is worth 
approximately $30,000. 


|_| was asked specifically whether or not 

he had ever been an agent of the German Government during World 
War II and he denied that he had. 

Concerning his association with DONNER, he advised 
he met him through TOTTEN about two years ago. He said DONNER 
had a financial interest in the Washington Iron Works and ap¬ 
parently considered TOTTEN to be in the nature of a "staunch 
patriotic" friend. He advised he considered DONNER to be a 
man who was sincere and patriotic and extmemely "rightist in 
political thought." He was asked to explain the term "rightist" 
and said the term applied to anyone who was pro-American; who 
believed in the U. S. Constitution; was anti-Comminist, "which 

necessarily Implied being somewhat anti-Jewish since_aa_jnanx- 

Jews are involved in Communism," and anti-Fascist. [_ 

said he was trying to get DONNER away from all 6f his political- 
type activity and thinking and was trying to get him interested 
in a motor which he said was to be operated on die principle of 
"implosion" rather than "explosion." He said it operated*on a 
centripetal rather than a centrifugal principle of force. He 
advised the motor is revolutionary and its power is so phenomenal 
that it can"cause a tornado in a water glass." 
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|__ | the motor invention is so 

extraordinary that he has kept it completely confidential and 
only he and DONNER know the invention is here. He said he was 
furnishing this information to Agents on a confidential basis. 

He said there is a man in New York who is presently 
suing ROBERT DONNER.

The Christian Educational Association of 530 
Chestnut Street, Union, New Jersey, is the pub¬ 
lisher of "Common Sense," a tabloid-size news¬ 
paper published twice monthly except during 
July and August. Current issues of this paper 
Identify the editor as CONDE McQINLEY and the 
publisher as the Christian Educational Associa¬ 
tion. 

On December 17, 1954, the Committee on Un- 
American Activities of the United States Houae 
of Representatives published a "Preliminary 
Report on Neo-Fascist and Hate Groups" in which 
their growth and objectives are discussed at 
length. The report indicates that "Common Sense" 
has a circulation which fluctuates between 30,000 
and 100,000 copies an issue. It describes "Common 
Sense" as a "hate sheet" vehicle whioh publishes 
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"eome of the moat vitriolic hate propaganda 
ever to come to the attention of the Committee." 

According to the report, "Common Sense" deplete 
Communism as Judaism and devotes Its pages 
almost entirely to attacks on the Jewish and to 
a lesser extent, the Negro minorities in the 
United States.

It is contemplated that interview with TOTTEN 
will be started on the basis of his travel to Mexico, known 
from his air transportation. If he appears hostile, no 
specific questions will be asked, and the interview will 
be terminated. If he appears willing to discuss his travels 
out of the United States, he will be allowed to volunteer 
full details concerning his activities in any foreign country 
and concerning his contacts with representatives of any 
foreign country.

Bureau has received letter from Totten setting forth certain 
allegations against Bureau Agents which are not true. We should set the 
record straight by replying to the letter. 

In a provocative and demanding letter dated 1/29/65 Totten, 
president of the Washington Iron Works, Inc,, Sherman, Texas, has made 
following accusations and claims: 


Two men claiming to be FBI Agents but exhibiting no identifying 
cards on 1/28/65 endeavored to interview Totten during his lunch period at 
home. He declined and told them he would be available in his office later 
in the day.. They departed but approached him later on his front porch as 
he was leaving his house and were insistent on an interview. He learned

He asked the sheriff 
for an interview but the sheriff was not successful 
available for interview at his office any week day.

We 
interviewed Totten in 1959 after h e repor tedly made scurrilous remarks 
[about the Director. He denied this~on inToTVTew.

that Totten indicted he might communicate with the Bureau.

On 12/15/64 after field had completed its investigation i n this 
matter, Bureau authorized interviews of both Totten f 1 

accordance with instructions relating to interviews in security cases. 
These instructions preclude interviews at a person's office unless 
specifically authorized by Bureau to avoid a trap wherein interviews could 
be recorded. From our review of the information furnished by Dallas, it 


is evident Bureau ins tructions were being carried out in endeavoring to 
interview both Totten! - 



Totten is type of individual whose letters we should normally 
.ignore. However, he has made some accusations against our Agents which 
(are totally without foundation (for example, that he was harassed; that 
the Agents did not identify themselves by name or credentials, et cetera) 
and we feel we should set the record straight with him and let him know 
jthe Agents have our full support. It seems he is quite worried now and is 
desirous of being interviewed under terms he lays down to find out what 
our interest is in him. 


ACTION: 

If you approve, the attached letter will be sent Totten pointing 
out that we have developed no information indicating he was subjected 
to harassment by Bureau Agents; that we are discontinuing efforts to 
interview him; and if he desires to furnish information to us he may call 
at our Dallas Office. Necessary instructions in this connection are being 
issued to our Dallas Office.

States, 1 am harassed in this manner. I feel that someone in 
authority in the bureau owes me some kind of explanation. I 
can be interviewed at my office on any week day from 8 a.m. to 
5 p.m. by appointment, but not in my home at noon or at night. 
The fact that I would be more or less humilated in this manner 
is ironical and even ridiculous when our daily news is mostly 
of crime, corruption, even treason in high places which should 
keep these men busy without harassing law-abiding citizens. 

I took the oath of allegiance to the flag and to the country 
for which it stands when I entered the armed forces during 
World War I. I took this oath seriously at the time and it 
still has the same meaning to me. 

Having broken no laws, I insist the bureau cooperate in order 
to eliminate such unwarranted residence calls whore there is 
a possibility of people in my community linking me with some 
criminal activity because of F.B.I. harassment. I expect an 
immediate reply to this letter.

The "Sherman Democrat, dally newspaper, Sherman, 
Texas, on September 19, 1987, contained an article entitled 
"AC-Based Organisation Distributes War Dsta," It stated an 
organisation composed of Austin College (Sherman, Texas) 
students and faculty members has begun distributing Infor¬ 
mation on the ear in Vietnam and offering Information on 
alternatives to service In the Arsed Forees. It stated that 
organisation, not college sponsored, known as Sherman Committee 
of Concern About Vietnam (SCCV) was organised in April, 1966, 
on the Austin College campus but only became active recently. 
ESSV Middleton, Chairman of that organisation, and a senior 
sociology student from Dallas, Texas, was quoted as saying 
SCCV has 30 members, all from the Austin College community. 
Middleton also identified five of its members who are on the 
Austin College faculty as Dr. Richard J. Tappan, Dr. J. Lynn 
Mackey, Paul Franke, Donald Ratm and Miss Ruth Whiteside. 
Students serving as officers of the group were identified 
as Fred Alford, New York, Mew York; Vick Hines, Sulphur 
Springs, Texas; Mickey Pennington, Malvern, Arkansas; and 
Susan Fekety, Richardson, Texas. The article stated the 
position of SCCV is that the Vietnam war is immoral, unjust 
and impolitic. That newspaper the same day carried a notice 
in the form of an advertisement stating as follows: 

"Think you can put yourself to better use outside 
the Army? See Mickey Pennington for draft counseling, 

SCCV.”

Austin College, Sherman, a draft Information center. She told 
him that so far as she knew. It was not resorting to any 
Illegal methods. 

The "Sherman Democrat" on October 8, 1967, contained 
an article "Draft Dodge Aid Goes Begging" by Linda Bouffard. 

It stated that draft counseling being offered by a group of 
Austin College students has drawn only a bandful of people, 
is unpopular on the campus and might be illegal. Kent 
Middleton, Chairman of SCCV, was quoted as saying part of 
the group's purpose was to offer information to young men as 
"how to legally or illegally avoid the draft. We are not tell¬ 
ing them to do It, but we have information about it." In 
answer to specific inquiry, Middleton told Linda Bouffard 
that the draft counseling being offered consisted of listing 
the opportunities under the law to avoid military service and 
giving mailing addresses of peace groups wbicb produced 
literature. Anyone asking, he said, is told that one can 
accept a student or occupational defermentt,, apply as a 
noncombatant or conscientious objector, examine the Surgeon 
General's list of physical handicaps which would exempt a 
person from military service, delay service by Joining the 
Peace Corps, or as a last resort immigrate to another country 
such as Canada. He further stated that his group was trying 
to obtain more literature and under the material mentioned was 
the Rag, publication of Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) 
(characterization of which appears in the appendix) at the Univer¬ 
sity of Texas, Austin, Texas, He added further that to the 
present time only a handful of persons had come to committee 
members seeking draft counseling, probably about five.

There h no exemption in the draft law for 
non-coop era tori. They face a maximum penalty 
of S (0.000 fine and/or five yean in prison, 
though sentences tend to be less than the maxi¬ 
mum. Men failing to secure their desiied C.O. 
classification, and refusing the assignment given 
them, face the same penalties. 


The non-coopcrator can find numerous oppor¬ 
tunities for creative service with fellow-prisoncra

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A common error is the assumption that con¬ 
scientious objectors must be members of the 
Brethren. Friends (Quakers), or Mcnnonitc 
faiths to receive recognition. Actually. CO.’i 
came from more than 230 religious groups during 
Wotid War II. Selective Service has long recog¬ 
nized C.Q/& who belong to no religious body. 

The draft law ^ognrws conscientious objec¬ 
tion baited on religious training and belief which 
includes belief in n relation to a Supreme Being 
involving duties superior to (hose arising from 
any human relation. C.0,'5 with widely divergent 
beliefs have been recognized. A 1965 U S. Sti 
preme C\»urt decision broadened the concept of 
Supreme Being to include a supreme concept or 
central belief. Some young men arc strongly op¬ 
posed fo unjust war. but art not sure they oppose 
“war in any form** us (lie law also requires Such 
men need espen. counseling and advice Before 
assuming ihu r your <'.

Only you can decide whether you are «n ob¬ 
jector to war, and the basts of your objection.

RELIGIOUS AFFILIATION 
Coodentioui objectors are recognized and sup¬ 
ported by practically all religious bodies, including 
Jewish, Catholic, Protestant end others. 
CATHOLIC: Many statements have beeo made 
in various forms. The bishops of the Church 
aoianhled in the Second Vatican Council have 
been particularly clear on the iuue of the 
oonadattioo* objectors.

Conscientious objection 



Section 6(j) now reads: 'Nothing contained in this title 
shall be construed to require any person to be subject to 
combatant training and service in the armed forces of the 
United States who, by reason of religious training and 
belief, is conscientiously opposed to participation in war 
in any form. As used in this subsection, the term 'religious 
training and belief does not Include essentially political, 
sociological, or philosophical views, or a merely personal 
moral code. Any person claiming exemption from com¬ 
batant training and service because of such conscientious 
objections whose claim is sustained by the local board shall, 
if he is inducted into die armed forces under this title, be 
assigned to noncombatant service as defined by the Presi¬ 
dent, or shall, if he is found to be conscientiously opposed 
to participation in such noncombatant service, ia lieu of 
such induction, be ordered by his local board, subject to 
su£h regulations as the President may prescribe, to perform 
foj( a period equal to the period prescribed in section 4(b) 
such civilian work contributing to the maintenance of the 
national health, safety, or interest as the local board pur- 
suaht to Presidential regulations may deem appropriate 
andqiny such person who knowingly fails or neglects to obey 
anyjsuch order from his local board shall- be deemed, 
for the purposes of sectioo 12 of this title, to have know¬ 
ingly failed or neglected to perform n duty required of him 
unaer this title." 

Eliminated is the “Supreme Being clause.” Although Con¬ 
gress meant to restrict the variety of COs gaining recogni¬ 
tion, COs with "Sceger-type" beliefs should apply in ex¬ 
actly the same manner as before. 

Eliminated is the referral by state appeal boards to the 
Department of Justice for an advisory opinion. That part 
of the HANDBOOK dealing with the non-criminal FBI 
investigation, its resume, the Department of Justice Hear¬ 
ing, the Department of Justice advisory recommendation 
to the state appeal board, and the registrants response

Now that a CO claim Is processed in exactly the same 
manner as a claim to any other classification, (Ik personal 
appearance, (including an effort to get i witness admitted), 
supporting letters from references, and an effective appeal 
are mote important than ever. "• 

COs should request appointments with government appeal 
agents attached to local boards, especially if suggested by 
the boards. Seek advice on how to strengthen your claim, 
and try to convince him of your sincerity. Record the inter¬ 
view carefully for Inclusion in your selective service file. 

If his advice is good it will help you with regard to sclctr- 
live service. If it is bad, it may help you win your Cate f:

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as It 
Is known today, came Into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States Intervention in the war in Vietnam aDd to 
"radically transform” the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. Gus Hall, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when Interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us." 

At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anticommunist 
Proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national 
headquarters of this organization as of April 18, 1967, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 Vest Madison Street, Chicago, Illihois.

Synopth: Subject resides at 204 West Texas Avenue, Sherman, 

Texas, and continues employment by Washington Iron Works, 
Inc., 318 East Lamar, Sherman, Texas. Confidential 
Informants familiar with some Communist Party activities 
in North Texas in October, 1968, advised subject is unknown 
to them. Subject, in October, 1967, reportedly was being 
contacted by some students from AuBtin College, Sherman, 
who were affiliated with Sherman Committee of Concern 
About Viet Nam (SOCV), a local group at Sherman that 
opposed the war in Viet Ram. Subject was listed in SCCV a 
charter as am affiliate member of that organization, 
although as of 1/16/68, he had been dropped from membership.

The "Sherman Democrat'" daily newspaper, on 
October 8, 1967, contained an article stating 
draft counseling was being offered by a group 
of Austin College students. KENT MIDDLETON, 

SCCV Chairman, stated that part of the groupte 
purpose la to offer Information to young men 
on "how to legally or Illegally avoid the draft." 
MIDDLETON stated draft counseling consisted 
of listing opportunities under the law to 
avoid military service and giving mailing 
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Addresses of peace groups which produced 
literature. Anyone asking, he said, is told 
that one can accept a student or occupational 
deferment, apply as a noncombatant or con¬ 
scientious objector, examine the Surgeon 
General's list of physical handicaps which 
would exempt a person from military service, 
delay service by joining the Peace Corps, or 
as a last resort immigrate to another country 
such as Canada. He further stated that his 
group '»*s trying to obtain more literature 
and under the material mentioned was the Rag, 
publication of Students for a Democratic 
Society {SDS) {characterization of which 
appears in the appendix) at the University 
of Texas, Austin, Texas. 


As of October 19, 1967, |_ | 

had stated 8OGV was no longer active in or involved in any 
type of draft counseling as SCCV's sole interest was not 
in stopping the war in Viet Nam. As of October 26, 1967, 
leaflets distributed by SCCV included the following: 

Vietnam Newsletter, October, 1967, issue which 
reflects it published by SCCV, with its editors being 
C. FRED ALFORD and MICKEY PENNINGTON. 


A mimeographed letter dated October 22, 1967, 
addressed "Dear Friends'* from KENT MIDDLETON announcing 
plans for weekly meetings of SCCV, stated, among other 
things, this letter was the first issue of a newsletter 
to be distributed. MIDDLETON'S letter stated this news¬ 
letter was printed on off-set pressin Sherman through the 
generosity of Mr. BUCKNER and TOTTEN of Sherman who contacted 
"’U»" after the article about SCCV appeared in the "Sherman 
Democrat" on September 24, 1967.Q Plane were that the news¬ 
letter would be published monthly, distributed on the campus. 
and In. addition it would be mailed to Sherman leaders
